Valentin! is known jokingly as the 
"carrier of the bowstring" on account 
of tho part he plays in the political 
demise' oi the highest imperial and 
Prussian civil officials.

regardin-- ministers and 
ministerial 
candidates.

It is said that Michaelis 
was not even considered as a candi- 
date three hours before his appoint- 
ment was .made.

many's efforts to keep American ships 
off tho high seas through her ruthless 
submarine warfare was a direct blow 
aimed at the prosperity of American 
farms 
and 
of 
American 
business. 


Secretary McAdoo declared 
in 
his 


Liberty day address here today. 


After reminding 
his hearers 
that 


America went to war in 1S12 to vin- 
dicate her right to the freedom of the 
seas and had steadfastly maintained 
it ever since, then he continued: 


"Why is that right so essential to 


America's life and security? Jt is be- 
cause we have always produced more 
than we can consume at home. And 
the very prosperity 
of our 
people, 


their very life in fact, depends upon 
their ability at all times to sell that' 
surplus in the open markets of the 
world." 
The German, emperor "had been led 


by disloyal people in .this country to 
believe America never would light," 
Secretary McAdoo 
continued, "and 


that any transgression of our rights 
would bo met simply by protests. 


"Had America submitted and kept 


her ships off the seas, 
discord and 


discontent 
among 
American 
people 


would have followed," Mr. McAdoo 
said, 
"and the German emperor by 


one stroke of his pen woulrl have ac- 
complished 
more 
destruction-, upon 


American farms, 
in American 
fac- 


tories and business 
houses, 
and to 


American interests all ov«r this land 
than he could accomplish with all the 
armies and navies of the German em- 
pire." 
. . 
Mr. McAdoo denounced those 
indi- 
viduals who would make peace 
with 
the kaiser's government and the "al- 
leged, peace, societies" in this country. 
"The latter are merely German wolves 
masquerading in the hides ot" Ameri- 
can traitors, while some of the former 
arc deluded and simple 
people 
and 
same are in the pay of the kaiser.' 


After describing: the Liberty 
bond 
which the government is selling 
having the entire country's 
guaran- 
tee as to the safety of the principal— 
the money invested in it—the secre- 
tary added: "But America cannot as- 
sure her soldiers of their principal- 
their lives." 
"The soldier does not ask the go 
ernment to guarantee 
him 
safety," 
said Mr. McAdoo. "He expects to die, 
if necessary, hut he has a right 
to 
ask the civilian population to do this 
much for him—to arm him with the 
best gun that American money 
anil 


American ingenuity can devise, a gun 
that will sfioot faster and ^farther than 
any gun yet made, and give him the 
best bayonet that can be forged 
by 
America's skill and brain." 
The 55,000,000,000 raised through the 
se.cond Liberty loan will be devoted 
chiefly to this, the secretary said.

as far as -\ayins the rails is concerned, 
was stopped, I fee! that I am per- 
fectly justified iii asking you to >elp, 


j not only me, but the people of Low- 


ell, who have been obliged, necessarily, 
to undergo considerable inconvenience 
because of the sower construction. Low- 
ell Electric Light Corp. conduit laying 
and other required work preliminary 
to paving. 


If you will see to it that the men 


go forward immediately and quickly 
with the laying of rails, I will not be 
held up and I will be able to finish 
the paving of said street to Thorndike 
street and thus give the traveling pub- 
lic good, efficient service for the com- 
ing winter. This, I believe is a desire 
which you of course must share mu- 
tually with me, as we are both ser- 
vants of the public. 
At this time, I would ask you rela- 


tive to 
paving 
between 
tracks in 


Chelmsford street near .Westford street. 
If you are not to install new special 
work at this time, I believe in the in- 
terest of public safety and convenience 
you should complete the unpavucl por- 
tion. 
I hope to make necessary ar- 


rangements with you relative to this 
work.

of ground as French progress meant 
tho enfilading of the German lines all 
along the Ailette valley. It hud been 
observed during 
the preparation for 


the advance that Ihe troops of differ- 
ent German divisions 
had 
become 


mixed in the front lines and this was 
taken as 
a sign 
of disorganization 


brought about 
by the 
harrying of 


communications by the French. 


The French troops were full of con- 


fidence when they went over the top 
in close touch with their own barrage 
fire which swept everything from in 
front of them. 
They advanced 
as 


though on practice ground, every mini 
knoviing exactly what was expected 
of hmi and 
the precise 
point 
for 


which lie was making.

Textile Workers' Convention 


This has been a year of impressive 


parades in Lowell, most of them o! 
martial aspect, preceded only a short 
time before by the memorable Pre- 
paredness parade, the greatest outdoor 
demonstration in Lowell's history. And 
now comes a striking contrast when on 
next Monday night those who praci.Ic; 
the arts o£ peace, the textile workers 
through whom Lowell is known 
th< 
•world over as "The Spindle City," wil 
appear on the streets in a grand pa- 
rade in connection with the convention 
of the United Textile Workers of Amer 
ica, which will be held here on the first 
three days of next week. The conven- 
tion will open on Monday, the parade 
will take place on Monday evening, a 
banquet will be held en Tuesday even- 
ing and a grand ball on "Wednesday 
evening. The convention and its addi- 
tional features will be held under the 
auspices of the Lowell Textile council, 
the central body of the different affili- 
ated crafts of the textile industries, 
whose 
officers are: President, John 
Hanley; financial secretary, Mrs. Annie 
Began; recording secretary, Frank N. 
Simpson. The holding" of such a con- 
vention in Lowell will recall the old 
times when the textile unions were 
practically the only local labor unions 
of any great numbers or importance. 
Lowell originally was distinctively a 
textile city, and hence its crafts wore 
organized long ago. when trades union- 
jsTn was young. In days gone by we 
had many men prominent in the labor 
field, Thomas F. Connolly, Ed. Rogers, 
Michael Duggan, James McCann, Joseph 
II. Ashtun, William Rafferty. 
Robert 
Conroy and others, all connected with 
the textile industry, who pleaded the 
cause of the j'ounger and less influen- 
tial unions regardless of the crafts they 
represent. It was said In days gone by 
Thomas F. Connolly might have been 
an overseer or superintendent but for 
Ills 
affiliation 
with trades unionism. 
Now other crafts have great unions in 
this city, and Lowell is now the work- 
shop of the world rather than the Spin- 
dle City, but the textile industry still 
endures and its unions are prospering. 
Twenty-five years ago when ring-spm- 
nin=- found its way into the cotton mills 
it was solemnly predicted that mule- 
spinning was a perishing industry, and 
that in a few years there 
would no 
longer be any mules in operation in the 
ir.ills. But they are still here and so 
are 
the mule-spinners. The textile 
workers will show that they are very 
much on the map next week when the 
convention is called to order
